ings, and there is practically no new

• The" local authorities, recognizing 
the desperate nature of the situation, 


, are struggling to ameliorate condi- 
tions. The municipal council has 
created a committee to confer with 
the minister of transportation

the agriculture committee of the Sen- 
ate to seek a solution of the problem. 


The street fairs which were estab- 


lished in- every section of the city a 
little more than a year ago have be- 
come tremendously popular institu- 
tions. Food staples and articles of 
clothing and household use are sold 
at these J^irs at prices considerably 
lower tha'a prevail in the stores. Rich 
as well as poor are patrons. It is no 
uncommon sight" to see~'a 'richly 
dressed lady loading a limousine with" 
her purchases at a street fair. 


Two or threes of the popular news- 


papers have been conducting cam- 
paigns against what they term "The 
Daily Tragedy," in which for weeks 
they have covered their front pages 
with pictures and heartrending stor- 
ies of the poverty and misery that is 
found in all parts of the city, and 
which they assert has not been equal- 
led here in modern times. 


In contrast to these gloomy pic- 


tures, .however, is the undeniable fact 
that never in Bio's history has there 
been such display of wealth and lux- 
ury on the city's downtown streets as 
at present. The Avenida Rio Branca, 
on any pleasant afternoon.'is almost 
impassable because of the fashionably 
dressed crowds that throng its side- 
walks.

Interment was made in the family 
plot in the local cemetery where 
three children of the deceased have 
been laid to rest. It was the wish of 
.Major McLaughlin that Jie should

. of Fort Yates, Wni. Pamplin of Sclf- 
ridge, and many others. 
The inside history of Major Mc­ 
Laughlin's 
promotion from 
Indian 
Agent at Devils Lake to. Standing 
Rock reservation is best stated in the 
language of D. F. Burry of Superior, 
Wis., noted Indian pliotographcr, and 
for many years a resident of Fort 
Yates, where 
he formed 
a close 
friendship with Major McLaughlin, 
which continued to the lust. Mr, Bur­ 
ry says; 
“After the Custer massacre in 1876, 
the Indian leaders were held as pris­ 
oners of war at Fort Buford, N. D. 
I’inally the secretary of war ordered 
the chiefs taken to the Standing 
Rock reservation. For a time the In­ 
dian authorities were at a loss to de­ 
cide on a man to take charge of the 
hostile Indians, but finally Major Mc­ 
Laughlin, then agent at Devils Lake, 
was ordered to Standing Rock.” 
“I doubt if any other living man 
could have handled Sitting Bull,” said 
Mr. Barry. “1 remember on one oc­ 
casion when a council was being held 
at the council house at Standing 
Rock, Sitting Bull became enraged at 
Ucorgc P'airhuult, the assistant agent 
and ordered his followers to kill and 
throw him in the Missouri river. 
“Major McLaughlin arose and toid 
Sitting Bull not to do that. Then he 
ordered 
Paul 
Bloom, who was a 
cousin of Mrs. H. H. Grace of Superi­ 
or, to bring him his pistols. 
Bloom 
did so. Sitting Bull ordered Fairhault 
disposed of, and again the major or­ 
dered him to desist. 
This time the 
chief complied with his command.” 
Major McLaughlin held commis­ 
sions from 12 presidents of the Unit- 
cd States, and concluded more treat­ 
, 
ies wij,|i the Indians than any other 
ofTicial in the history of the country. 
On-July-Aet, 1920, he entered upon 
his ■fiftieUl year of continuous serv­ 
ice in the Interior Department, and 
was eligible for retirem ent. On this 
occasion . the 
W ashington Evening 
Star sn d e r K le jgf ^ g u s t 20, 1920, 
said: 
“Maj. Jam es McLaughlin, friend of 
y the Indian, who is rounding out his 
' fiftieth year of continuous service in 
. the Interior Departm ent and who is

views on the survival of the fitte st 
and how this best can be accomplish­ 
ed. 
He says th a t the misguided ef­ 
forts of many sincere and 
earnest 
social reform ers really result in en­ 
couraging the continuance of 
rqfc 
inferiority and deterioration, which 
is ju st the reverse of what they arc 
trying to do. 
In a recent speech be­ 
fore tho Eugcnifc''Education Society, 
of which he is president, he dwelt 
upon tho harm he thought social re­ 
form ers were doing. 
“Mate Selection” was the title of" 
Professor Darwin’s address. He was 
not sure th at mate selection, in tho 
present state of society, was gobd 
for the future of the race, and argued 
th at when the fit m arried the fit they 
tended to 
have 
sm aller 
families, 
while the inferior people continued'^ 
producing unfit types which became 
more marked. 
' , 
"To secure human, progress,” 
ho 
said, “the inferior types 
must be 
eliminated, and all th at should he 
demanded 
is th at this 
process he 
made as little painful as possible.” 
Pity for others and 
solicitude 
for 
their liberty the speaker rcg.ardcd asW 
among the things th at 
constituted 
obstacles in the way of racial 
im­ 
provement. 
“Thc philanthropists of today, how­ 
ever, Professor Darwin said 
“only 
look on one side of the question, nnd 
entirely ignore the racial effects of 
the reforms they are advocating.” 
Both out-of-work doles to 
those 
constitutionally incapable of 
work, 
and out-door relief generally, if given 
without regard to the probability of 
parenthood in the future, would di­ 
rectly tend to prfemote the inferiority 
of the race in the future. 
Motherhood''endowment to the na­ 
turally 
superior and 
unfit 
alike, 
, 
these and other methods of relieving 
distress, would have thc..^ame result, 
he contended. 
Altogether, as viewed by Professor 
Darwin, there seen^d to be a pretty 
blue outlook for the world generally, 
and even enlightened 
cugenists ap­ 
peared to be able to find little com­ 
fort in his views.

But Professor Darwin said his ob­ 
jection to mate selection would disap­ 
pear if “by some method less cruel 
than th at of natural selection the in­ 
ferior stocks could bu made to mul­ 
tiply less quickly than tbc superior.”

This fact, announced by mortality statisticians, shows

’rtiis, of course, will not become vividly noticeable until the 
itallies and young children of the present grow to manhood

This was a population gain 
of close to 71,000, with the birth and death rates almost 
identicallv the same as they were in 1913.

They have not forgotten that, in the 50 years before the 
World War, Germany’s population nearly doubled while 
France’s showed very little increase.

In the early days of the war, France began to have more 
deaths than births. Austria found itself in the same fix in 
1915, Belgium in 1916, Germany in 1917 and Italy in 1918. 
The only important European warring country that did 
not fall victim to diminishing population during the war was 
England. 
It had more births than deaths all through the 
w>r. though the surplus of births over deaths dropped from 
377,000 in 1913 to as low as .50,000 in 1918. 
The figures in 
1922 had crawled up to 293,000. 
The British will “come back’’ rapidly in the matter of 
man-power. Their death rate in the last 20 years has been 
reduced from 17 for each thou.sand to 13. 


Watch the birth and death statistics if you want to 
keep close tab on the European situation. 
The mMitari.sts 
still control Europe, and their concessions in the direction 
of peace, also their degree of insistence on war preparations, 
are regulated by the supply of available cannon fodder, as 
compared with the enemy’s.

Extend one foot backward, keep­ 
ing the leg straight, until it ia as 
close to the surface as possible. 
Then take a deep breath and 
quickly submerge the face, at the 
same time bringing both feet to the 
surface and extending the body. Do 
not let go your grasp of The railing. 
Aa soon as you feci your air sup­ 
ply becoming exhausted, 
regain 
.standing position. This is done by 
bringing the knees up under the 
body until they almost touch the 
stomach and then lowering the feet 
to the bottom of the pool. Unless 
you do it correctly, you arc apt to 
duck yourself, so it is best to take 
it slowly and intelligently. 
When yéu can float yourself and 
regain standing position easily, try 
the same thing with only the index 
fingers touching the support, and 
then with the fjngers touching Ahe 
side of the tank just above the sup­ 
port. You regain standing position 
from the latter exercise by lowering 
the hands to the support just before 
it’s time to “come up” and then .fol­ 
lowing the correct method. I advise 
that you try this exercise in water 
about waist deep. 
Be content to follow these exer­ 
cises until you have thoroughly mas­ 
tered them; they are the foundation 
of swimming.

Berlin, Aug. 7.—Germany’s gold 
reparations payments to date, in 100- 
mark paper notes, would encircle the 
earth 25 times, according to motion- 
pieture propaganda which is being 
used in the* Berlin cinema houses. A 
100-mark note is 16 centimeters long, 
or about 6.3 inches. 
To make the point as realistic as 


posssihle, there is flashed on ike 
screen a piettrre of a common pedes­ 
tal globe, sffch as is used in the 'geo­ 
graphy Classes of American schools, 
spinning rapidly about os a long 
string of these notes wrap round and 
round it. 
It is the last scene in a serial pic­ 
ture of three parts which depicts by 
numerous illustratíens the vastness 
of Germany’s sufferings as a result 
of the Versailles treaty. The audi­ 
ences sit almost breathless as reel 
after reel .shows how ynuch territory, 
shipping, livestock, coal, money, and 
material have had to be. given up by 
the Fatherland. 
' Fuel is added to the fire of indig­ 
nation by including a reel to illus­ 
trate what an overwhelming propor-r 
tion of the taxes must be devoted to 
reparations payments. It reminds tli¡y 
tax-paying spectator that this prom­ 
ises to continue until 19.57. A general 
groan invariably greets this comfort­ 
ing hiti^of information. 
There can be little doiibt as to the 
n.iture of feelings toward the Vor- 
saiiics treaty and the Entente wit*x 
which the audiences leave a show in;V 
of this kind. 
One apparent effort is made at the 
end of the serial to guard it agatns*; 
charges of being to *]irovocative and 
conducive to sentiment against the 
tre.sty. As the spinning globe, with 
its miles upon miles of hundred mark 
notes fades out, a sub-title asks what 
is to come out of “all this ehao.s.” 
The answer, in huge inspiring letters, 
ends the film. It is: “Unity and jus­ 
tice and liberty.”

The supreme court, in a decision 
handed down today, affirmed the de­ 
cision of District Judge Frank P. Al­ 
len in dismissing the case in which 
the Ransom County Farmers Press 
sought to. deprive the Lisbon Free 
Press of the title ef official paper 
of Sargent county, which it won at 
the last November election. 
The 
court’s decision, while strongly in­ 
timating that the corrupt practices 
act did not apply in the case of meas­ 
ures submitted to the voters, decided 
the case on the ground that an equit­ 
able action did not lie, but that a 
regular election contest was the me­ 
thod by which remedy should have 
been sought. 
The case was-instituted by the Ran­ 
som County Farmers 
Press and 
Chstrles G. Bangcrt in the Ransom 
co'ttnty district court, the case being 
Appealed by the plaintiff from tha 
order of Judge Frank P. Allen sus­ 
taining a demurrer to complaint and 
vacating restraining order.
